home. The racket for which he was lately 
arrested began over the breaking of 8 
child’s doll, and she is now bent on hav­ 
ing a divorce, he is very williog that she 
shall have it, but he objects to her claim­ 
ing the whole or all of his property and 
the custody of the children. 
The hus­ 
band alleges that he can prove that he 
is the more abused of the two, and will 
have his witnesses in court. 
In the 
meantime they are still living under the 
same roof, and he says he means to stay 
there until it is decided whether his prop­ 
erty is his own or hiB wife’s.

About 12:30 o’clock yesterday, the 
time announced for the commencement 
of the eclipse, crowds of people stood on 
the curbstones and gazed through bits of 
smoked glass at the sun. 
As the moon 
obscured more and more of the face of 
the sun, the interest of the people grew, 
and at 2 o’clock there was scarcely a cit­ 
izen who had not taken a look at the in­ 
teresting spectacle. 
A num ber of enter 
prising individuals bad prepared them ­ 
selves with pieces of smoked gloss, for 
which they found ready purchasers. 
One urchin provided himself with an oil 
stove and a baeketfull of pieces of glass, 
and he Bold out several times before the 
end of the eclipse. 
All sorts of old glass 
was brought out and pressed into ser­ 
vice. 
One lady stood on Spring street 
with a wine glass, the bottom of which 
had been smoked, and by her side stood a 
gentleman with a broken window pane. A 
few minutes later a gentleman drove 
past in a buggy, driving with one hand 
and holding a small plate of French 
glass, the blackened side of which had 
evidently been rubbed against his nose 
and forehead. After the eclipse was 
over nearly all the pedestrians on Main 
and Spring streets had smudges of lamp 
black on their faces; but while they 
laughed to themselves at the appearance 
of others they were evidently in ignorance 
o’ their own decorations. 
The day began to grow perceptibly 
dark at about 1 o’clock, and at half-past 
1 the atmosphere had a very peculiar 
appearance. It did not become dark at 
any tim e, the sun being only three-quar­ 
ters covered at the most. The telescopes 
in the city were pressed into service and 
several were stationed at the street 
corners, where 
their owners coined 
money by charging “ 10 cents a look.” At 
3 o'clock all interest in the phcncmcr.cn 
had died out and the people went about 
their bnsiness as usual.

Dan Muir, who lives in a room up 
stairs in the Ducommon Block, had 
three friends with him Monday night 
celebrating the exit of 1888 and the en­ 
trance of 1889. 
They adjourned to his 
room, where, aa they were all Scotch­ 
men, it may be supposed they filled up 
pretty full on hot scotch, to say nothing 
of tom and jerry and other concoctions 
appropriate to the occasion.

An Interview With Mr. 
D. Spreckles. 


SOMK ADV1CB FOB 
FARMEKS 


The Kind of i-oil Needed for th 
Production of the Beet—Steam ­ 
ship M atters. 


In the special car “ Espira,” attached 
to the Atlantic overland train, Mr. J . D, 
fipreckele, President of the Inter-Oceanic 
8team ship Company, arrived in the city 
a t 7 o’clock 
Monday 
morning. 
A 
H f.bai.d reporter wa*> waiting at the San 
Fernando street depot to m eet him and 
ascertain if his visit was in any way con­ 
nected with the sugar land 
scheme 
which has been mooted regarding Elsi­ 
nore. 
Many may not have heard of the 
project, which is to drain Lake Elsinore, 
and this, it is said, will give 12,000 acres 
of valuable lund, adm irably adapted to 
the production of beet sugar. 
In con­ 
nection with the plantation it was un­ 
derstood th at 
the 
Messrs. 
Spreckels 
would put up a sugar refinery, as they 
have done for the farm ers at Watson­ 
ville, in Santa Cruz county. 
The special car was switched to the 
front of the Depot Hotel, and a few m in­ 
utes after it had stopped the tali figure 
of Mr. Spreckels was seen at the door, 
and a group of faces at the windows 
showed that he had quite a party with 
him . They proved to be his wi/e and 
children, Mr. W. G. Irwin aud wife, of 
Honolulu, and Miss llene I vers, of San 
Francisco. 
Residents on the coast will 
recognize all the names. 
Mr. Irwin is 
the agent and manager of the Spreckels 
sugar domain in the Hawaiian Islands, 
and his wife is a sister of Miss Ivors, 
both of whom will be remembered as 
two of the leading ladies of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
It is Mrs. Irw in’s second m ar­ 
riage, her first husband being Ben Hol- 
laday, Jr., who died some years ago. 
Seizing an opportunity 
when Mr. 
Spreckels was disengaged, the reporter 
proceeded to buttonhole him and then 
explained his mission. 
“ Elsinore,” 
said 
Mr. 
Spreckels, 
“ where is it? 
I can aseare you that the 
scheme you have just mentioned was 
unknown to me before to-day. 
If, how­ 
ever, as you say, the people down there 
are going to put 12,000 acres into beet 
sugar, we will certainly put up a refinery 
for them .” 
“ How has the plantation at Watson­ 
ville answered,” asked the scribe? 
“ Very well indeed. Two thousand 
acres in all were put in beete, but owing 
to the late planting the crop will only be 
about 1,500 tons this year. 
Next year 
however, we will have a rich harvest, 
and those who have undertaken the 
business are perfectly satisfied with the 
prospects. There is good money in it 
for the farm er. 
His crop is ready for 
m arket three or four m onths after it is 
planted and will yield as high as thirty 
tens of beets to the acre. 
We pay $7.50 
a ton at the factory and m ake one ton of 
sugar to every eight or nine tons of beetB. 
We were handicapped all around this 
year, as could only be expected when 
starting in. 
The m achinery for our 
works was delayed considerably in tran­ 
sit from Europe and then there were 
some slight hitches when we commenced 
operations, but everything is running 
smoothly now. Let me give a little ad­ 
vice to your farm ers who m ay think of 
going into 6ngar raising. 
Beets do 
best 
iu 
a 
loamy, loose soil, but 
are almost non-productive in adobe 
land. It is entir Iv pwing to misman­ 
agement and lack of knowledge of such 
things that has injured the operations of 
the small factory at El Dorado, which íb 
certainly not a success.” 
“ How is the sugar m arket at the pres­ 
ent tim e?” queried the scribe. 
“ Prices are low, owing to competition. 
I will explain to you how the situation is 
for the producers. 
The big Sugar Trust 
of the East came to the Pacific Coast and 
started in to- fight us by establishing the 
the 
American 
Refinery. 
This gave 
them 
a 
very 
decided 
advantage, 
because, owing to their Eastern business, 
they conld put down prices here and 
m aintain them on the Atlantic, and by 
th at means they hoped to crowa us very 
considerably. 
We took up the gauntlet, 
however. My father and brother went 
East and decided to establish a refinery 
in Philadelphia, and as soon as the plans 
were ready workmen were put on the 
building, which will be in operation next 
June. Then we will be fighting the trust 
with their own weapons and I think you 
will find that we will make a good show­ 
ing.” 
“ How is the sugar harvest at Hawaii 
this year?” queried the newsgatherer. 
“ A very fine one. 
We will have be­ 
tween 110,000 and 120,000 tons when the 
crop is all gathered, which work is going 
on now, for this is the harvesting season 
for the cane.” 
“ I hear you are going to San Diego,” 
said the scribe, “ is there any move on 
regarding 
your 
Interoceanic steam ­ 
ships?” 
“ Nothing at all,” was the response. 
“ I am simply going to the Coronado with 
my wife and friends to pass the New 
Y ear’s holidays. 
Our stay will be a brief 
one, as my time is limited, and I expect 
to start back on our homeward journey 
by Friday next. 
As regards the steam ­ 
ers, there is no inducement at preeent to 
run to any other port on the coast besides 
San Francisco, and we do not foresee 
any changes now. I do not think that 
there is anything new at all in marine 
circles th at would be of interest to you,” 
■aid Mr. Spreckels, thoughtfully. 
“ How about th at 
competing 
line 
started at Del Campo which was going to 
corral all the coast business ?” asked the 
scribe. 
Mr. Spreckels 6miled as he replied: 
“ It went all to pieces some m onths ago. 
Those interested in the line were foolish 
to imagine that 
they conld success­ 
fully compete on the Pacific with the old 
tubs they brought out. One of their 
boats is no w running as a collier between 
San Francisco and Narrimo, and another 
was sold some tim e ago to m eet a heavv 
debt.”

“ All ready to go, sir,” interpolated _ 
brakeman who suddenly appeared from 
the other side of the car, and in response 
to the summons Mr. Spreckels boarded 
his special and a minute later was being 
whisked away to the Santa Fe metals 
and Btarted on his journey to 8an Diego. 


CHARGED WITH FORGERY. 


Arrest of T. J. U allafher for Paaa> 
Ing Bogus Check*. 
Several weeks ago E . C. Burlingame, 
the contractor notified the police that 
somebody had been making a regular 
business of forging checks for small 
amounts, using the name of his foreman, 
David Madison. The detectives have, 
been hard at work on the case and yes­ 
terday the trap was sprung and the man 
who is believed to have done the work 
was arrested by Detectives Metzler and 


Glass. 
H is name is T. J. Gallagher, and 
he now reposes at the City Jail with a 
charge of forgery entered against him on 
the police books. 
He whs captured yes­ 
terday in Burlingame's office. A number 
of the checks have beeu recovered and 
are held as evidence. One of them, 
time check, is dated November 7th, and 
drawn to the order of Win, G raut. It 
was passed upon Littlebov, the druggist, 
and the amount is $14. 
Mr. Littlebov 
describes the man who presented the 
check and Gallagher appears to fit the 
description. 
On the day of the national election. 
November 6th, Evan Cohn, who has a 
clothing establishment, received three of 
t hese forged checks,all bearing the name 
of David Madison, and each one for the 
amount of $14. 
One of them was drawn 
to Jam es Smith, one to John Ryan and 
the other to Pat Ryan. 
When the 
checks were shown to him by the detec­ 
tive, Cohn remembered that they were 
taken in payment for clothing, and he 
also described Gallagher pretty faith 
fully. 
Gallagher has been for some time in 
the employ of Burlingame, and although 
he was suspected he" was allowed free 
rein that he might be the more easily 
watched. 
Yesterday when arrested he 
was taken to Cohn’s place, and the 
dealer identified him as the man who 
bad paid him the checks. To clinch the 
argum ent he pointed to the shoes which 
< »allacher wore, and declared that they 
were bought on the occasion on which he 
passed the checks. 
Gallagher acknowl­ 
edged that he had obtained the shoes of 
Cohn, 
but 
denied 
th a t 
he 
had 
forged or passed the checks. 
He said 
that on election day he had served his 
country at the polls in the capacity of a 
Supervisor for the Fourth ward. 
Unfor­ 
tunately for the efficiency of this scheme 
for an alabi, there are several witnesses 
who will testify that he was not present 
at the polls throughout the day, but 
spent several hours away on his own 
business. 
The police say that several checks 
have boon passed that have not yet come 
to light and that the exposure of the 
whole affair will be likely to bring addi­ 
tional proof. 
They regard the case 
against him as very strong, however, 
it is.

The 
jury ui inquest after hearing the testi­ 
mony of several witnesses decided that 
George Deichman, a native of Ger­ 
m any, aged 60, came to his death on the 
1st day of January by an overdose of 
carbolic acid.”

Now th at the Council has given out 
mearly all the offices and reorganized the 
Police force, there is no reason why that 
body hereafter cannot devote all the time 
•f its cessions to the real, argent and 
practical basiness of the city. For a 
m onth past there has been very little of 
this done, and a vast amount of merely 
vontine business m ust have accumu 
la ted 
on 
th e 
files 
of 
the 
prin 
« p a l committees. There are a variety 
ef leading topics which the Council 
should definitely deal with as soon as 
possible. They cannot in justice to the 
« t y long delay to take the sewerage bull 
by the horns and biing it to a finality. 
The new phase of the West proposition 
ia worthy of serious consideration, unless 
the more stupendous work of carry­ 
ing an ontfall 
sewer 
to 
the 
sea 
ia determined npon. 
As we under­ 
stand 
it, the 
West] Company now 
propose to take the sewage of the city 
from three different points—at the Boyle 
H eights termination of the city, at the 
Yernon sewer term inns and at Agricul­ 
tural Park, and offer to erect trial works 
at 
all 
those 
points 
to 
demon­ 
strate the efficiency of their system at 
their own expense before the city will be 
asked to enter into a perm anent contract 
with them . It seems to n s that there is 
a basis in this proposition upon which 
the Council can proceed to consider the 
sewage question with a chance of arriv­ 
ing at a satisfactory conclusion. There 
are many very serious things to be con­ 
sidered in connection with the construc­ 
tion of an ontfall sewer to the sea. The 
first would be the cost, which has been 
estimated at as high a figure os $350,000. 
But it would not end here. As the out­ 
fall sewer would in effect be an irrigating 
ditch, it would necessarily involve the 
establishment of gates at all points 
where the irrigating and fertilizing fluid 
would be needed. 
That 
in 
turn 
wonld involve the maintenance of 
foree of men and officers to distribute 
th e fluid and to keep the works in order. 
This oonld, of course, only be done by 
selling the water, am1 the question would 
then arise whether the city would have 
any right 
to sell water outside of 
its legitimate 
municipal jurisdiction. 
U ltim ately 
the 
entire 
waters 
of 
the 
Los Angeles 
river 
would run 
through the sewer, 
and a nice legal 
question would then come up as to 
w hether the city could take the waters 
of the river in unstinted quantities, not 
for necessary use within her limits. 
It will be remembered that some 
twelve years ago there was quite a party 
here in favor of compelling the people of 
Yernon to buy the water carried to the 
* ty 
limits 
and 
there 
taken 
by 
t h e Vernonitee to irrigate their lands. 
The decision of the courts at that time 
was th at the city owned the waters of the 
river only to the extent of their use for 
domestic and irrigating purposes within 
t h e lim its of the city, and had no right 
to sell the surplus outside the city. This 
rule wonld perhaps act as an estoppel 
upon the city entering into any exten­ 
sive and expensive scheme of water, or 
sewage, 
distribution 
outside 
the 
boundaries 
of 
our 
municipality 
for no such system could be established 
w ithout the sale of the water or eewage 
as an incident. 
It is to be hoped that 
the Council will examine the question in 
all its aspects and take definite action at 
as early a day as possible, for until this 
serious problem is solved, the progress 
of oar city in improvement will be neces­ 
sarily more or less impeded. 


E l e m e n t a o f a R s r e W a r . 
I t is greaQy to be regretted that party 
rancor has so em bittered a certain class 
of N orthern newspapers and politicians 
as to cause them to seize upon every dis­ 
turbance that occurs in the 8outh be­ 
tween the blacks and w hites as a text 
for stinging diatribes against the dom inant 
race. 
They always take it for granted 
that the whites are in th e wrong, and no 
m atter what may be the origin of a col­ 
lision, it is invariably assigned to poli­ 
tics. 
These 
people do not stop to 
think that they are pursuing a course 
which may, 
iu 
the 
end, 
lead 
to 
the most terrible consequences. 
The 
conditions of society in th e South are 
such that it will require the utm ost for­ 
bearance on the part of both races to 
prevent frequent and bloody collisions. 
It is natural that there should be more 
or less friction between th e blacks and 
the whites, especially in sections where 
their numbers are equal, or nearly so. 
But when 
to 
this 
is 
superadded 
the fact that the Negroes can always 
count upon the sym pathy of a great 
party in the N orth, it follows th a t its 
tendency will be in those sections to 
make the Negro arrogant and aggressive. 
This will almost inevitably lead to fre­ 
quent race collisions, and these collisions 
will be the precursors of a very disturbed 
and alarming condition that m ay arise 
in the South sooner then we anticipate. 
It is manifest that all th e elem ents ex­ 
ist in the South for a race war. 
The new 
generation of blacks have none of the 
soft and kindly feelings that character­ 
ized the relations of their predecessors 
towards the whites. 
Or, if they have, 
those 
sentiments 
are 
being rapidly 
blunted by their new political condition, 
and by the fact th a t th e Negroes have 
become an object of party interest, not 
for themselves, but for th e benefit of the 
party which is trying to establish over 
them a sort of political protectorate. 
The whole tendency of this condition is 
to alienate whatever friendliness sub­ 
sists between the two races at present, 
and to substitute feelings of distrust that 
will naturally ripen into enm ity. 
W hat the outcome of this alienation 
will be it is not difficnlt to foresee. It is 
the duty of the North to allay the grow­ 
ing passions of the South instead of in­ 
flaming them. 
The w hites of th e South 
are not to be envied in the situation 
which confronts them . 
They find grow­ 
ing up in their m idst a hostile elem ent 
Every trifling outbreak of passion which 
results 
in 
a difficulty 
or 
blood­ 
shed between the w hites aud the blacks 
is magnified by Republican newspapers 
aud politicians, and w ithout knowing the 
facts, they do not hesitate in all cases to 
place the whites in the wrong. 
Perhaps 
in many instances both are in the wrong, 
and both arc the victim s of the circum­ 
stances which surround them . The Ne­ 
groes are naturally becoming more as­ 
sertive from year to year. 
They are 
perhaps arriving at 
th a t period of 
development in which inherited an­ 
tagonisms are taking the shape of 
seated hostility. 
T heir num bers and 
their strength help to intensify this grow­ 
ing spirit, and the fact that they feel sure 
of the sym pathy of a great party in the 
North in any stand they may take, em­ 
boldens them to a carriage and mode of 
conduct that tends to accelerate a state of 
affairs, which, iu one of its phases, was 
strikingly 
defined 
by 
th e 
late 
William H. Seward as an “ irrepressible 
conflict.'’ It will require all the pa­ 
tience, all the forbearance, all the best 
judgment of the cool heads of the white 
people of the South to steer their sec­ 
tion 
safely 
through 
the conditions 
which exist there. 
Instead 
of hos­ 
tility 
aud 
unfriendliness 
from 
the 
North, 
they 
ought 
to 
have 
the 
sympathy 
and 
friendship 
of 
our 
people. 
It 
will 
soon 
be 
not 
a question as to w hether the Negroes vote 
the Republican or the Democratic ticket; 
but a question as to w hether the peace, 
order and Bafetv of society can be main­ 
tained at all in those portions of the 
South where the 
blacks 
outnumber 
the 
whites. 
If 
the 
tim e 
should 
come 
when 
a 
false 
sympathy 
based upon partisan foundations shall 
have culminated in scenes such as were 
once witnessed ic H ayti, there will be 
•uch a reaction in th e North as will make 
those who are now doing all they can to 
fan the em bers of race antagonism into 
a portentous flame, experience the most 
poignant regrets for the part they are 
taking against th eir white brethren in 
the South.

This gather­ 
ing, said he, will mark an era in the his­ 
tory of the colored Catholics of the 
country. 
H e trusted that the delibera­ 
tions of the Convention would be marked 
by moderation and discretion.

S t. L o u is , January 1.—The Immense 
six-story brick building of the Richard­ 
son Drug Company, corner of Fourth 
street and Clark avenue, burned to ruins 
at 40 minutes after 2 this morning. 
The building fronted 160 feet on Fourth 
street, and ran back on Clark avenue 200 
feet. 
B ick of this was a tbree-story 
Drick warehouse used by ttie firm to 
store explosives and highly combustible 
goods and oils. 
So fierce was the fire 
th at five minuses after the alarm was 
turned in the building across the street 
was smokiDg and about to burst into 
flames. 
Every few m inutes a terrible 
explosion would detonate throughout the 
building. 
W hen every pane of glass waa 
out of the building tongues of fire 
leaped out. Their heat made the narrow 
street a sheol for the firemen, who toiled 
with bursting, burning hose to save the 
property, their coats smoked and their 
hands blistered. 
The entire six floors 
were filled with combustible goods, a 
great portion of the atock being extremely 
inflammable. 
On the third floor were 
paints and oils. The fire seemed to get 
early hold of the oils dripping through 
the first two stories. 
A fountain of fire 
played from the basem ent to the roof, 
defying ail efforts to check its costly flow. 
It was an awful sight from the first two 
minutes after the discovery until 3 o’clock, 
when the building collapsed. 


THE RICHARDSON D B U « COMPANY 
Was an outgrowth of a business founded 
forty years ago by Jam es Richardson, 
the present President. 
The building 
was erected several years ago at a cost of 
$150,000, and waa one of the largest 
wholesale drug houses in the country. 
The buildings in close proximity to the 
fire were scenes of tremendous excite­ 
ment. The Ehlor House, at 209 South 
Fourth street, occupied by boarders, was 
the scene of a panic. 
The screeches of 
frightened men and women, rushing to 
and fro after their friends, created much 
terror. 
Finally the firemen came to 
their assistance, and all the occupants 
were rescued. 


W OBS'u MASQUERADE STORE, 
At 257 South Forth street, wao destroyed. 
At 408 and 410 Clark avenue a row of 
three-story brick boarding hoaees were 
also a scene of fright. The occupants 
had only time to escape. 
At 2 :50 o’clock 
the most exciting time of the fire oc­ 
curred, when several great explosions of 
benzine and other explosive drugs oc­ 
curred simultaneously with the falling 
and crashing at the southeast corner ol 
the building, endangering the lives of 
all the firemen on that portion of the 
work. 
Heavy cornices and copingstones 
on ihe top story began to crack on the 
walls, and the firemen had only tim e to 
OFCApe from the impending danger when 
with a tuition crash th at portion of the 
building fell, 
THROWING BURNING FRAGMENTS 
Across Clark avenue and setting fire to 
Miller’s 
bakery, 
two-story, 
and the 
adjoining buildings on the southeast cer­ 
ner of Fourth and Clark avenue, and cov­ 
ering the entire intersection with flames 
and smoke. 
It was expected a panic 
wonld occur in the Southern Hotel, which 
is within almost half a square of tbe drug 
building, but the guests were quietly 
informed th at there was no im m inent 
danger, and the ladies and gentlemen 
leisurely came down the corridors to the 
sidewalks and to the windows of their 
rooms to watch the scene. The loss on 
the stock is $676.000, insurance $650,000. 
The loes on the building is $200,000. Ih e 
origin of the fire is not yet known. 
Andrew Geraghty, night watchman in 
the drug store, is missing, and is believed 
to have perished in the fire.

said led up to the H aym arket riot and its 
unfortunate consequences, and it is to bo 
hoped th at the courts will draw the line 
in a definite way so that we may have 
instruction; and if we have not sufficient 
authority under existing laws th e re­ 
sponsibility m ust rest with others and 
not with us.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , January 1 .—The condi­ 
tions were generally favorable to-day 
both in California and Nevada fo ra clear 
observation of the total eclipse of the sun. 
In this city the eclipse web only partial, 
about eleven-twelfths of the sun’s surface 
being obscured. The weather was per­ 
fectly clear and the eclipse was witnessed 
by a great number of persons. 
During 
the period of greatest obscuration it be­ 
came quite dark and one star was plainly 
seen. 
No scientific observations were 
made in this city. The path of totality 
in California was from 50 to 100 miles 
north of San Francisco, and the trains 
from this city this morning conveyed a 
large num ber of persons to various points 
favorable for observation. 
The weather 
at Marysville was very clear. 
The first contact waB at about 12:30. 
During the progress of the eclipse the 
weather became quite cool. 
Several 


tions from H arvard Observatory, made 
several photographs of the corona, and 
Professor Elkins, of the Yale Observa 
tory, discovered two comets near the sun 
J. A. Kraahear, optician, of Allegheny 
Pennsylvania, made a drawing of th* 
telescopic appearance of the Corona.near 
the south pole of the sun. Air. Van llart* 
ingen, of the Signal Office, made a draw­ 
ing of the Corona at the north pole 
of the sun. 
Several assistants also took 
notes of the contact and made drawings. 
A special series of raetereological obser 
vatjons were also made. 
No appreciable 
change of temperature was noted. 
The 
photographic negatives are not vet de­ 
veloped, and the exact results are un­ 
known. 
Mr. Marett made accurate ob 
servations of the sh&dow-bands, which 
have not so far been satisfactorily ex­ 
plained. The Corona was sim ilar in gen­ 
eral appearance to that of 1878. Stream­ 
ers extended to from three to four diam ­ 
eters and 
red protruberances 
were 
strongly marked. 
The conditions were 
entirely favorable for satisfactory obser­ 
vations. 


streaks of lightning were observed dur­ 
ing the totality. 
Several exposures of 
wet and dry plates were made during the 
totality, and the views will be sent to 
Amherst College. 
Professor E. 8. Holden, of the Lick 
Observatory, telegraphs to the Associ­ 
ated Pross that the beginning of the 
eclipse was successfully observed at that 
point and also the first contact. Thir­ 
teen photographs were taken. 
At Oroville clouds obscured the view 
of totality, but a good vi9w was had up 
to within a few minutes of that period. 
The conditions were all favorable. 
At St. Helena the nearest approach to 
totality was at 1 :50. when the observers 
noticed plainly with the naked eye a 
■arrow circle of light on the northeastern 
side of the sun’s disk and in an instant 
the bright spot was transferred to the 
other side. The appearance of the entire 
valley in the shadowy light was wierd. 
A party from the Lick observatory in 
charge of Prof. J. Keeler made successful 
observations at Bartlett’s Springs. I’rof. 
Keeler telegraphs to the Associated Press 
that the Corona was beautifully distinct, 
and that he saw rem arkable changes in 
the length of the Coronal lines. 
Prof. 
Barnard obtained nine photographs and 
Prof. Hill photographed all the contacts 
and studied the structure or the inner 
Corona. 
Prof. Leuscbner made seven 
measures of light during the totality. 
At ( trass Valley thin white clouds ob­ 
scured the sun a* little, but during the 
period of totality the stars and larger 
planets were seen with the naked eye. 
The Corona and protuberances were a 
grand sight. The thermometer fell seven 
degrees between the firct contact and 
totality. 
At Virginia City, Nev., the thermome­ 
ter was 30 degrees at the time of the 
first contact and dropped to 20 degrees 
during the progress of the eclipse. Nine­ 
teen-twentieths of the sun’s surface was 
obscurecí at this point. The weather 
was perfectly clear. 
A heavy fog prevailed at Truckee, Cal., 
in the Sierra Nevada mountains and dur­ 
ing the eclipse it was necessary to use 
electric lights in the streets.

ASSOCIATION 
At Cloverdale observed the eclipee with 
accuracy as to details. The weather was 
favorable and the sky cloudless except 
for a few cirrus clouds which shortly 
before totality were tinged with the most 
brilliant colors of the rainbow. Every 
phase of the eclipse was photographed 
by some one of the party. 
At Chico 
a 
party 
of 
observers 
from 
Carleton 
College, 
North field, 
Minn., consisting of Professors Payne, 
Pearson and Wilson, were located at 
Chico, on the ranch of General John 
Bidwell. 
Professors Wilson and Pear­ 
son exposed nine plates during the

Sketches of the Corona were made, 
though the sky was not perfectly clear. 
Four long streamers were seen, and the 
northern and southern limbs of the sun 
showed a num ber of fine radiating fila­ 
ments. 
A party of Indians near by were 
much frightened, and the effect of the 
totality on the Indians was marked.

No photographs were taken, but it is 
claimed an interraercurial planet was seen 
during the sun’s greatest obscurity. Prof. 
Davidson was encamped at this place 
and took observations. 
At a great many other places in the 
State observations more or less scien­ 
tific were generally taken. 


TH E ECLIPSE AT THE EAST, 
At Helena, Mont., the eclipse was ob­ 
served favorably. 
The day was bright, 
cold and clear. 
It began about 2 :15 and 
lasted an hour and a half. The sun was 
observed except a thin crescent at the 
top. 
It grew colder and dark. Chickens 
went to roust and lamps were lighted in­ 
doors. 
At St. Paul, M inn., a better day for 
the observation of the eclipBe of the sun 
than that given the entire Northwest 
could scarcely be conceived of, clouds 
were almost unknown and the warm at­ 
mosphere added to the pleasure with 
which people watched the eclipse, which 
in this State was about three quarters, 
while further west it was alm ost‘total. 
At Geneva, N. Y., Professor Brooks, 
Director of 
the Smith 
Observatory, 
secured observations of the eclipse just 
before sunset. The disc of the sun was 
quite conspicuous, and was notched as

B e r l in , January 1.—The Em peror’s 
remarks during the reception to-day were 
without special interest. 
He singled out 
from personages passing

Count H erbert Bismarck,

Wedell, Piersdorf General, Count Von 
Sehellenderf, Count Zecheny, Austrian 
Ambassador and several others, speak­ 
ing a few words to each. The day’s 
ceremonies 
were 
ushered 
in 
by 
trumpeters 
blowing 
a 
reveille out 
aide of 
tbo 
palace 
chapei 
at 
10 
o’clock. 
Divine services in the chapbi 
were attended by the Emperor and Em ­ 
press, Prince and Princess H enry of 
?/ussia, Prince Albert of Prussia, Prince 
George of Saxony, Prince Leopold of Ba­ 
varia, the Grand Duke and Duchess of 
Baden, the Grand Duke of Hesse, the 
Duke and Duchess of Saxe-Ueinin, and 
a brilliant array of Generals command­ 
ing various army troops. 
After service 
there was a general reception of the 
court 
and 
m inisterial 
officials, 
a 
long train filing before the Emperor 
and 
Em press. 
The 
ladies 
were 
in half evening dress, wearing high 
neck dresses and bonnets, but no jewels. 
The congratulation reception was held 
in the white saloon ot the scliloss and 
was distinct from the Bpecial audience 
accorded to foreign ambassadors. At the 
latter reception the Emperor is reported 
as having addressed each representative 
f the great Powers with some formula 
expressing his desire for a continuation 
of cordial relations. 
Prince Bismarck’s attack of neuralgic 
gout íb abating, but he is uuable to fix 
the date for coming to Berlin. 
He will 
certainly not be able to be present at the 
opening of the Landtag, or participate in 
the colonial debates in the Reichstag.

Government measures in­ 
clude bills deuliDg with police adm inis­ 
tration in the eastern provinces, clerical 
education in Posen and the extension of 
railways on the eastern frontier.
